Foster Youth Substance Abuse Treatment Protocol Flow-Chart
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DCFS refers the youth to an AITRP agency within 72 hours. DCFS
ensures that the youth has the means to attend the appointment.
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The AITRP agency schedules an AOD screening and/or

assessment within five working days of the DCFS referral. The
AITRP agency submits the Screening and Assessment Report

and Recommendation form to DCFS five working days prior to the
next scheduled Court appearance. DCFS submits the form to the
Court 48 hours prior to the Court appearance.
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DCFS and the youth appear in Court within 40 days after the
screening order. DCFS reports findings and progress to the
Dependency Court.

v
Dependency Court reviews the youth’s progress or lack of progress,
discusses any barriers to participation, and determines any

incentives. A follow-up Court date is set for 30 days, or less if need.

Y
DCFS informs the AITRP agency of successive Court dates.
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The AITRP agency submits the Youth Progress Report form to DCFS
five working days prior to each follow-up Court appearance. DCFS
submits the form to the Court 48 hours prior to each follow- up Court
appearance.
